ITALY. 
Report from Naples — Smallpox and typhus fever. 

Naples, Italy, March IS, 1901. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that for the week ended March 13, • 
1901, the following ships were inspected : 

March 7, the steamship Aller, of the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Company, bound with passengers and cargo for New York. There 
were inspected and passed 882 steerage passengers and 103 pieces of 
large and 1,100 pieces of small baggage. Two hundred and thirty-six 
pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. 

March 13, the steamship Karamania, of the Anchor Line, bound with 
passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and passed 
840 steerage passengers and 47 pieces of large and 890 pieces of small 
baggage. One hundred and eighty-eight pieces of baggage were disin- 
fected by steam. 

Smallpox has been increasing here steadily during the past two weeks. 
It is now quite general over Naples. It is impossible to give an estimate 
of the number of cases. The official number of cases is not a true index 
because many cases are not reported. The emigration from Naples 
proper is so slight that it has not been thought necessary to do more 
than disinfect the baggage of such emigrants. 

In Gaivana, in the province of Naples, at a distance-of about ten miles 
from the center of the scity, a small epidemic of typhus fever is prevail- 
ing. One of the attending physicians has died of the disease and another 
is dangerously ill.

JAPAN. 

Report from Yokohama; further concerning a reported epidemic disease of 

the hair. 

Yokohama, Japan, March 6, 1901. 

SIe : I am glad to be able to report that, with the exception of a few 
straggling cases in Formosa, no plague has appeared at any point in 
Japan for many weeks. No other quarantinable disease is present in 
the Empire in an even approximately epidemic form. 

As regards the epidemic disease of the hair, mentioned in my last 
report, dated February 26, 1 have communicated with Professor Kitaaato, 
thinking that, if it was of the importance and malignity ascribed io it 
by the newspapers and common fame, the institution under his charge 
would have already begun the investigation of the matter. Professor 
Kitasato informs me that so far he has been unable to obtain proper 
material for study, and that the cause of the malady has not been, as 
yet, ascertained. I am now somewhat inclined to believe that both the 
number affected and the severity of the disease have been greatly exag- 
gerated, and that it may eventually prove that the ordinary cases of 
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alopecia, always rather prevalent in Japan, and neither contagious nor 
particularly severe, have been magnified by newspaper sensationalism 
into something new and alarming. I shall, however, continue to inves- 
tigate the subject, as, if the daily reports are true, it is highly advisable 
to do so.

Proclamation from the Royal Norwegian Government's department of justice and police. 

Cheistiania, February $8, 1901. 

A royal proclamation was made to-day, as follows : 

It is hereby proclaimed that in compliance with paragraph 2 in law of July 12, 1848, 
relating to quarantine, that the city of Cape Town, in South Africa, and the Reunion 
Island shall, until further notice is given, be considered infected with the oriental 
plague, and the quarantine regulations laid down in said law and in circular of October 
13, 1900, as regard plague, etc., are to take effect at once. 

With which all concerned respectfully have to comply. Which is hereby brought to 
public notice, while it must be remembered that according to prior proclamations of 
February 1, 1897, June 27 and August 22, 1899, and March 10, April 18, May 23, July 
17, and November 29, 1900, and January 17, 1901, the city of Smyrna, in Asia, and places 
located along the bay of the same name, Arabia, Persia, India, China, Manila, Formosa, 
the city of Osaka and Kobe, in Japan, the ports in Egypt, Mauritius, the city of Rio de 
Janeiro, in Brazil, the Sandwich Islands, and the city of Melbourne, in Australia, shall, 
until further notice, be considered infected with the oriental plague.
